Stensland was thunderstruck. He 
realized at once his flight had been 
futile. He made no attempt to con- 
ceal his Identity, for he and the man 
who accused him were acquainted be- 
fore he fled. 

Stensland's agitation at his arrest 
subsided in a short time. He accom- 
jianied Mr. Olson to the United 
States legation, where he was held 
prisoner.
